Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mikoshiba et al. 

(US 5,344,933). 

Mikoshiba et al. (US' 933) teaches an azomethine dye represented by formulae (II) and 
(III), in which, Rl to R4 are hydrogen atoms, X is a hydroxyl group and wherein the phenol ring 
is attached through -N=C radical to bi-heterocyclic fiised rings forming 6-membered ring or to 

5- membered heterocyclic ring of a formula (III), in which Rl 1 to R13 are hydrogen atoms as 
claimed in claims 1-6, (see col 2, formula (II) and col. 3, formula (III) and lines 15-25), which is 
identical to the claimed formula (1), when in the claimed formula (1), X represents a hydroxyl 
radical, Rl to R4 are hydrogen atoms, A represents the claimed formula (Cp-7), in which R24 to 
R26 are hydrogen atoms or A represents the claimed formula (Cp-10), in which Z2 represents a 

6- membered ring together with N-C=N. Mikoshiba et al. (US' 933) teaches all the limitations of 
the instant claims. Hence, Mikoshiba et al. (US' 933) anticipates the claims.
